e c e n t l y the old river tow n of H annibal, 
Mo., celebrated its 100th anniversary, and 
The C ourier-Post issued a historically-fascinating, 
handsom ely 
illustrated 
edition to com mem orate 


the occasion. 
H annibal was, the Courier-Post says, on the 
broad highway of pioneer expansion days. Along 
its river front a prosperous lum ber industry flour­ 
ished, supplying the trade for long distances while 
men were cutting through the w ilderness and es­ 
tablishing homes. In those days logs cut in the 
forests of Wisconsin, came down the Mississippi 
in steam boats, and later found their w ay to Ne­ 
brask a, Kansas, the Indian territory, and the Da- 
k otas. “These states,” the Courier-Post recorded 
in its anniversary num ber, “had no native build­ 
ing m aterial but tim ber, and in the years imm e­ 
diately following the Civil w ar offered a con­ 
stant m ark et for lum ber from the storage yards 
of H annibal.” 
There beside the stream , near Lovers’ Leap 
bluff, the H annibal mills stood, and at peak pro­ 
duction turned out 12,500 feet of lum ber per hour 
— 3,500 lath—and 2,500 shingles. It continued un­ 
til 19 01 when the supply of w hite pine log dw in­ 
dled to such a point the m ill no longer w as profit­ 
able. 
T hat is the picturesque back ground of a flour­ 
ishing com munity which came into existence at 
the opening of the m iddle west and which has con­ 
tinued to grow in gratifying fashion ever since. 
The pride and affection which echo in the edi­ 
tion of the C ourier-Post reflect the spirit of 
Am erican building, an era more glamorous than 
any m m odem history.
